NEW ELECTORAL LAW.

“The people must waken up and take 
action now or lose their most valuable 
assets. This bureau will make the 
hardest fight in its power, but we must 
have the people with us; they must 
help, for there ts not the slightest 
doubt as to the power and influence of 
the timber grabbers not = in Wash- 
ington, but in the land ces scat- 
tered throughout the State. I have 
been told by miners on whose claims 
timber locations had been filed that 
they had made protest and that a day 
had been fixed for hearing the protest 
The miner had only a few dollars, Dut 
he collected his witnesses, loaded them 
into a wagon and drove over moun- 
tains to reach the land office. When 
he appeared to make good his protest 
the timber grabbers would have the 
hearing put over for a week or 4 
month later and miners would 
trudge back to their cabins and their 


work. If they appeared at the next) 


date the case was again put over, and 
this was continued until they were 
worn out: then the protest was denied 
by default. At Washington they main- 
tain a corps of the shrewdest land law- 
yers and lobbyists, and all sorts of ob- 
stacles are thrown in the way of those 
who make protests. Our representa- 
tives in Congress must be impressed 
with the fact that Californians will 
protect their own. 
ENDLESS CHAIN. 

“This lieu land scrip referred to was 
an endless-chain affair, and, briefiy 
stated, its method of working was as 
follows: 

“An tndividual or a company secured 
possession of a large tract of timber 
land, cut off the timber, leaving the 
mountains bare, except for a scrub 
growth. He then went before * 
gress with a bill creating a forest re- 
serve of the land he had denuded. The 
bill was passed and he was given scrip 
for the land that was now worthless 
to him. This scrip ranged in value 
from $2.50 to per acre; but with ‘t 
he filed on other land, acre for acre, 
but that other land was timber land 
worth thousands of dollars per acre. 
When that other land was denuded, 
then he sought to create another for- 
est reserve and received more scrip. 
The exposure of the land frauds in 
Oregon and Washington aroused Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, who suspended from

The fight was brought to 
a head by the attempt of several par- 
ties to seize some of the richest timber 
land in Plumas county. Of this Au- 
bury says: : 
ENTRY SUSPENSIONS. 

“Six million acres of land in North- 
ern California were suspended from en- 
try by the President on October 11, 
1902, pending investigation by the Gen- 
eral Land Office. This suspension was 
due to the State Mining Bureau's ex- 
posure of the enormous land frauds be- 
ing practiced. A large portion of this 
lend has since been formed into forest 
reserves, but a portion has been thrown 
open to entry. There are, however, 
five townships, principally in Plumas 
county, that contain valuable bodies of 
timber, but the land is principally min- 
eral in character. The lumber men 
have had their eyes on these townships 
since 1902 and have used every effort 
to have the General Land Office again 
throw these lands open to entry so they 

them. 

“Several months ago I was advised 
by special agents of the Land Office 
that unless some evidence was sub- 
mitted showing that the land was min- 
eral in character that the land depart- 
ment would undoubtedly withdraw the 
suspension in these townships. etin 
on this advice on October 7, 1905, 1 
made protest to W. A. Richards, Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, 
against the withdrawal of the suspen- 
sion and was advised by him that if 
this department would submit a 
as to the mineral character of t 
townships the same would receive the 
consideration of his office. I thereupon 
appointed a special field assistant to 
make an examination of these town- 
ships; he has just completed his 
and it has been forwarded not only 20 
Commissioner Richards, but to our rep- 
resentatives in Congress and all other 


authority and power to act in the ma 
ter. Accompanying this report was an- 
other protest against the withdrawal 
of the suspension from entry. 


LAND OF FICE ACTION. 


“On December 6 I received a letter 
from Commissioner Richards in which 
he said that a special agent from his 
department had submitted a report on 
September 30 recommending that the 
suspension be withdrawn. He said fur- 
ther that he was desirous of acting on 
the report and asked for a report from 
the Mining Bureau, which has now 
been sent in.

North polar expeditions in recent 
years have had for their objective, as 
a rule, to reach the pole. That aim 
was partly in view in earlier expilora- 
tion, but most of the efforts of the first 
half of the last century were primarily 
to find what was called “the north- 
west passage” from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, or to release others who had 


tone on the same quest. 


The northwest passage theory was a 
survival of vague legends, picked up by 
the navigators who succeeded the dis- 
covery of America, of a strait called 
Manian, or something like that, lead- 
ing from ocean to ocean and offering a 
short passage from Europe to the Far 
Hast. Nearly every navigator who 
looked into a bay or considerable river 

on the Atlantic coast of America imag- 


found the coveted strait.

San Luis Rey Stream in S in Diego County to be Har- 
nessed by Local Company t Furnish Juice for Hunt- 
ington’s Lines That are tob: Extended Down Coast. 
Five Million Dollars in Preliminary Work.

Rey River and Pauma Creek in San 
Diego county is to be harnessed by 


this city. and the high potential thus 
secured will be imprisoned in shimmer- 
ing lines of copper and carried ove) 
mountain ranges, valleys and plains to 
Los Angeles to help operate the Hunt- 
railways. 
These new wires will give the Pacific 
Electric Company the greatest system 
of the kd in existence and Los An- 
geles will be the center of the system, 
reaching out and embracing within its 
lines the whole of Southern California. 

The Pacific Light and Power Com- 
pany, in attempting to chain these two 
streams, has undertaken a titanic task. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 


Besides furnishing more power for 
Los Angeles and her interurban rail- 


of an electric railroad from this city to 
San Diego; it means an initial expendi- 
ture of $5,000,000 in lands, dams, wire 
lines, eic.; it means the employment of 
hundreds of men for years; it means 
the reclamation of the entire lower val- 
ley of the San Luis Rey River, now a 
waste.

LATE MAJ. EASTON. 


the Letting Out of Money to “Dum- 
my” Borrowers and Without Proper 
Security. 


Charges affecting the integrity of the 
late Maj. George Easton, real estate 
and oil operator, are set out in a 
complaint filed yesterday by the Pa- 
cific Coast Savings Society.

Easton and Wendell Easton entered 
into a conspiracy to obtain loans from 
the corporation for their own benefit, 
under guise of dummy borrowers, 
and that the security, when any 

ven at all, was quite inadequate. 

ost of the applications complained 
of were passed upon by the two 
Eastons and .Benedict, they forming a 
quorum. It is asserted that in most 
instances the applicants for these so- 
called loans were employés of 
Wendell Baston, and that the fact 
was known to the deceased; that on 
their votes the applications for loans 
were accepted and money advanced, 
either without any security whatever, 
or with a mortgage security in no case 
sufficient to protect the society. 

The claims set out in the complaint 
go back to September, 1901, and con- 
tinued at intervals up to August, 1904. 
The first was made by A. B. Ganco, 
on September 1, 1901, and was for a 
loan of $7000. The application was 
accepted and the loan made, the mort- 
gage security being alleged to be worth 
It is claimed that he was 
an employé of Wendell Easton and

SUIT ON VENICE CONTRACT. 

‘Adolphus P. Welcome obtained the 
concession at Venice for everything 
that runs on wheels, but the concession 
turned to ashes in his grasp and now 
he hag brought suit against the Abbot 
Kinney Company, which he holds re- 
sponsible for his failure. 

The plaintiff claims that on July 15, 
1905, he entered into a contract with 
the defendant corporation, under the 
terms of which he was to have the con- 
cession referred to and the defendant 
was to build a variety of buildings. 
There was to be a large garage to ac- 
commodate autos, stables for horses, 
housing for the jinrickishas, and va- 
rious accommodations for the chariots 
and war horses that were to disport 
themselves for the edification of the 
visiting multitude.

But Moore’s Hoodoo Was Working 
Over Christmas and it Was He 
Who Had to Pay the Fine on the 
Charge of Battery Preferred by the 
Woman. 


It was downright cruelty to animals 
to convict Mistah Coleman Moore 97 
battery, and order him onto the chain- 
gang for twenty-five days. 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
Moore looked as if he had come 
through a sausage machine. He was 
stabbed in both wrists, on his right 
hand, his head and his side. His cloth- 
ing, which was exhibited in court, was 
saturated with blood when he was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital from 
his Christmas celebration with his 
strangely affectionate spouse. They 
had no turkey to carve, all the sur- 
plus cash having gone for wine, so she 
practiced on her husband. 

Mrs. Moore is of Amazonian build; 
by her side her husband looks like two 
cents. He testified that his wife got 
drunk and seemed to “have it in for 
im,“ as she battesed him with bowls, 
plates, chairs, tumblers, and other like 
things in Heu of Christmas bouquets, 
and when he attempted to keep her off 
she began on him with a knife. 
showed his wounds and his gashed coat 
as mute evidence of his truthfulness. 

Mrs. Moore took the stand and told 
what a peaceful and dutiful wife she 
had been. 


“He frowed de dishes and tumblers 
first, an' I frowed de pieces back at 
him. I tell ye, jedge, dem tings cuts 
bad. I didn’t have no knife,“ she per- 
sisted, but she didn’t stop to think how 
strange it seemed to the court that she 
had received no wounds. 

Moore’s misfortune lay in the fact 
that he had been charged with bat- 
tery. and by his own confession he had 
struck his wife, though protesting that 
she struck him first: she swore the 
other way, so on general principles he 
was pronounced guilty by Justice Aus- 
tin. It is a fact that Moore escaped 
with his life, only because somebody 
who heard the racket going on inside 
the house burst open the door, and 
Moore jumped out. He was bleeding 
furiously and a few more stabs would 
have ended him. 


HELD OVER FOR TRIAL. 
ALLEGED HORSETHIEF. 

Joss Melendez was yesterday held 
for trial in the Superior Court for 
horse-stealing.

AR FRANCHISE 
FOR LONG TERM. 


SUPERVISORS ADVERTISE ONE TO 
RUN FIFTY YEARS. 


— — — 


Act on Request of Real Estate Own - 
ers Who Desire Line Over Mile in 
Length on First, Rowan and Other 
Streets Beyond Eastern Limits of 
the City. 


Another of those nearly extinct birds 
—a fifty-year street-car franchise—was 
captured yesterday. 

It was advertised for sale by the Su- 
pervisors at the behest, ostensibly, of 
the Los Angeles Railroad Company. In 
reality, the track work will be wholly 
or mostly paid for by the owners of a 
new tract out Brooklyn-avenue way. 

The Board of Supervisors were in- 
duced to make the life of the franchise 
fifty years because they had previously 
let one to Indiana avenue at the re- 
quest of J. Harvey McCarthy. 

Paul Blades and Dr. P. Janes were 
the personal applicants who captured 
the plum yesterday. 

Blades appeared for Strong & Dick- 
inson, and for real estate interests of 
his own. Dr. Janss has a big tract of 
500 acres that this new line will con- 
with the city. 

The board was at first reluctant to 
have the franchise run for more than 
thirty years but the applicants urged 
that J. Harvey McCarthy got one for 
fifty years. 

Tes, he did on that; we were bun- 
re out of that,” said Alexander bit- 
terly. 

J. Harvey's line connected with the 
East First street line at Indiana ave- 
nue, down which it proceeded for 1400 
feet. This one is to go on out First 
street for 1400 feet, turn down Rowan 
street and proceed through new etreets 
for about a mile. 

As there is not enough traffic at pres- 
ent to justify the building of these 
roads by Mr. Huntington, the money 
for the track laying is said to have 
been put up by the real estate pro- 
moters. 

After considerable discussion, it was 
decided to make the franchise run fifty 
years, coinciding with that of the Me- 
Carthy line. 

It was explained by the Supervisors 
that the McCarthy line was allowed a 
fifty-year franchise because, if it only 
had a thirty-year franchise, it would 
expire five years before the franchise 
of the First-street line with which it is 
to connect.

N° NEED FOR ALARM. 
Elsewhere in this issue of The 


River conduit project, made to the 
Council by Engineer Frank 
H. Olmsteg. One fact will stand forth 
prominently to the people, from among 
the great mass of Mr. Olmsted’s data 
and views—his estimate of nearly $37,- 
000,000 as the probable cost of the 
undertaking. 


As remarked by Superintendent Mul- 
holland, this report and its figures 
need not instill fear into the people’s 
hearts. It is undeniably true that 
huge projects like this usually have 
cost more at their completion than es- 


t timates allowed for at their inception; 
— and it is reassuring to know that Mr. 


Mulholland and Mr. Eaton had this 
fact in mind and aecordingly figured a 


standing this, it is possible that the 


cost will amount to $36,000,000, or even 
exceed $25,000,000, is not at all likely, 
according to other credible engineers. 

Mr. Olmsted’s plans for building the 
conduit, as evidenced by his report, 
differ so materially from those which 
probably will be adopted, that many of 
his observations fail of definite effect. 
Again, the inclusion of such items as 
& $6,000,000 steam railroad from Los 
| Angeles to Alvord, a distance of 250 
miles, and cement-making plants to 
cost nearly $600,000, and a $750,000 
reservoir in Long Valley which may or 
may not be built, and a costly pipe line 


and a 45,000-inch capacity allowed for 
instead of a conduit capacity of 30,000 


inches, gives an air of “undue lib- 
take rality“ to his figures and may tend to 


confuse and mislead the public. 

It is true that Mr. Eaton, during the 
trip of the Councilmen through the 
Owens Valley, did mention the possi- 
bility of a city-built railway to haul 
and deliver materials for the conduit, 
so that Mr. Olmsted's suggestion has a 
color of practicability; but it may be 
stated on excellent authority that the 
construction of such an expensive road 
has not at any time been seriously pro- 
posed by the officials concerned. And, 
moreover, it is reported from a high 
source that the Southern Pacific would 
be glad to put down a road for the 
freight profits that would be in it. It 
is hardly necessary to point out, how- 
ever, that a railroad would not, as Mr. 
Olmsted suggests, follow “as nearly as 
possible the line of the conduit.” It 
would take a straight course, with a 
practical eye to general traffic pur- 
poses when the construction period of 
the conduit shall have passed. And it 
would be a much cheaper road than 
Olmsted would build. 

Mr. Mulholland’s flat statement that 
he can deliver all the cement at any 
point along the conduit line for $2 a 
barrel, and haul it if necessary by 
wagon from Mojave, discounts Mr. 
Olmsted’s estimate of $2.50 a ‘parrel 
and represents in i a saving of ap- 
proximately” $1,000,000 on the whole 
job. Should the Southern Pacific build 
through the valley, the $2 figure would 
come down. 

It is well to have all the light pos- 
sible on the conduit project, from every 
expert source, in this, its preliminary 
stage. And at the same time it is due 
Mr. Olmsted to bear in mind, while 
perusing the synopsis of his report to 
the Council, the introductory statement 
made by himself, that figures computed 
from a one month’s inspection of the 
valley must not be taken for more than 
suggestions at best. 

Mr. Olmsted was simply employed by 
the City Council to accompany its mem- 
bers on the November trip through the 
Owens Valley and lend them at that 
time the benefit of his khowledge as an 
engineer. He was not employed to 
formulate plans for the construction 
of the conduit, to submit specifications, 
or to estimate costs. His recommenda- 
tions, therefore; emanate from no 
official source and have very little 
weight.

descence of old political scars and rev- 
olutionary ulcers, with which the lit- 
tle island republic (so-called) is thickly 
covered. Our government is interested 
in the present outbreak by reason of 
the peculiar relations which we bear 
toward Santo Domingo, under the 
“memorandum of agreement” which 
was entered into between the President 
of the United States and the President 
of Santo Domingo, by which our gov- 
ernment took possession of Dominican 
ports and administered the customs of 
the island government, setting aside a 
certain proportion of the customs rev- 
enue for the payment of the island's 
foreign debt, and reserving certain 
proportions of the revenue for the gov- 
ernment’s current expenses and for 
other purposes. 

Possibly, if the Senate of the United 
States had promptly ratified the Santo 
Domingo treaty in the first instance, 
the present trouble would not have 
arisen—although the memory of man 
runneth not to the time when there 
was no trouble in Santo Domingo. 
The United States has faithfully dis- 
charged the functions which it assumed 
when President Roosevelt and Presi- 
dent Morales signed the “memorandum. 
of agreement” that took the place of 
the treaty which failed of ratification 
in the Senate. Under direction of the 
American receiver of Dominican cus- 
toms, George R. Colton, large sumg of 
the Dominican customs revenue have 
been accumulated toward the payment 
of Dominican foreign debts, while the 
needs of the Dominican government 
have been liberally provided for. We 
have administéred the financial side of 
their government far better than they 
could have done it for themselves. On 
this score the residents of Santo Do- 
mingo have no ground for fault-finding, 

When President Morales made ap- 
plication to President Roosevelt tor 
American assistance in straightening 
out the tangled affairs of Santo Do- 
mingo, the situation was extremely 
critical. Foreign fleets were threaten- 
ing to take possession of Dominican 
customs to secure the payment of 
debts. The arrangement which fol- 
lowed was practically between the two 
Presidents, subject to ratification by 
the Senates of the respective coun- 
tries. The failure to ratify the treaty 
at either end left the matter open, in 
a way, whereas, if there had been 
prompt ratification the incident would 
have been regarded as closed, and 
Santo Domingans would have ac- 
quiesced as gracefully as possible in 
the fait accompli. 

One of the first duties of the Senate, 
upon reassembling, will be to take up 
the Santo Domingo treaty and dispose 
of it, in one way or another. Need- 
less procrastination has already led to 
no small amount of trouble, and it pos- 
sesses the potentialities of a great 
deal more. 


\ONVICTS AND CHRISTMAS, 

The extra efforts made in Los 
Angeles and other parts of the country 
to carry Christmas cheer inside prison 
walls were doubtless inspired by the 
best and most humane of motives—by 
unselfishness, by sympathy for want 
and misfortune, by a sincere desire on 
the part of the benefactors to amelio- 
fate the conditions of persons less 
fortunate than themselves. These 
benevolent motives are of course to be 
commended and admired, so far at 
least as it can be shown that they are 
productive of good; and it is beyond 
dispute that they are beneficial in some 
degree, although there are reasonable 


of good which they are capable of ac- 
complishing. 

It is obvious that there is a limit be- 
yond which this form of benevolence 
should not be permitted to go. We 
should never lose sight of the fact that 
crime is an offense rather than a mis- 
fortune. It will not do to make prison 
life so attractive that the shiftless and 
the indolent will prefer it to honest toil 
in the tense struggle for existence 
which is always going on outside of 
prison walls. In proportion as we rob 
prison life of its disagreeable features, 
| we encourage crime. Imprisonment is 
a mode of punishing crime, and it is, 
all things considered, a very just and 
satisfactory method, if be properly 
administered. 

We should seek to offer all possible 
inducements for men to keep out of 
prison, and as few as possible for them 
to get into prison. While avoiding the 
silly sentimentalism which prompts the 
sending of flowers to murderers and 
other convicts, we should not lose sight 
of the better instinct Which demands 
the tempering of justice with some 
measure of mercy. The thing to guard 
against as harmful, and injurious to 
public morality, is the abuse of-a prac- 
tice which is at best only permissible 
in the utmost moderation and discre-

WATERWORKS MUE 

HOLLAND was asked, last 
night, to express an opinion of 
Mr. Olmsted's report. He replied 
as follows: 

“The people of Los Angeles 
have been assured, by me and 
by Officials of higher authority 
than mine, that the Owens.

Boycott placards were posted all 
through the city. and the elders had 
applied to Canton headquarters for 
large supplies of boycott literature. 
“The writer is not drawing on his 
imagination,” says the correspondent 
in concluding his story, “but is writing 
from a knowledge of nese officia!s 
gained by his years of residence in 
China when he unhesitatingly affirms 
that there is scarcely one among them 
who would not, if could, put the 
aword to the throat of every foreigner 
in China. 
“It would give the present Viceroy of 
these vinces special pleasure to do 
this. hatever may be said about the 
Lienchau iccal officiais, the Viceroy 
aimselt is certainly to pe held account- 
able for the death of the foreigners at 
Lienchau. It was his duty to see thai 
the loca] officials had sufficient soldiers 
at hand to preserve order. instead oi 
that he only a short time ago further 
redu the beggardly number of so- 
called soldiers that were stationed in 
the district. 
“He has openly thrown his influence 
on the side of the boycott agitators, 
and has persisted in flagrantly violat- 
ing sacred treaty obiigations with the 
United States. Openly and secretly he 
has encouraged the anti-foreign feeling 
that stirs in the breast of every official. 
“What may not foreigners expec: 
when such a man is allowed to remain 
as the head official of this importan: 
section of China? The writer will ad- 
mit the offense of much that America 
has done in her relations with the Chi- 
nese. Neither can he defend all the ac- 
tions of Great Britain or of any west- 
ern nation. But the conduct of these 
nations as compared with that of Chi- 
nese officials is as light to dark.” 
In an editorial commenting on the 
story told by its correspondent, the 
China Mall, after discussing the sug-. 
gestion that an anti-Christian feeling 
prompted the massacre, says: 
»The attitude and cooperation of Ro- 
man Catholic converts in the slaughter. 
however, seems to need considerable 
explanation. If, as is alleged, the 
French priest failed, when called upon, 
to use his influence, where it would be 
respected, in order to assist the Ameri- 
cans, he is culpable to a great degree 
and some steps should be taken to se- 
cure his deportation from China. It is. 
said that this very priest was some 
time ago removed from Tungkun for 
stirring up anti-Protestant feeling, and 
if such is the case stringent investiga- 
tion should be made to ascertain to 
what extent Roman Catholic followers 
participated in the massacre, and how 
far the priest went in refusing to ren- 
der assistance when notified by Cu- 
nese that the Americans were being at- 


tacked. 

“Before inquiry on these points are 
made it is unwise to pass judgment — 4 
on the missionary, but should the 
charges be sustained no stone should be 
left unturned to secure his removal 
from China. Such dangerous elements 
should not be tolerated in quarters 
where Protestant missionaries aré oper- 
ating. 

„How far the boycott was responsibic 
for the deed will also have to form the 
subject of close inquisition, If it is dis- 
closed that the movement encouraged 
the murderers in their slaughter, 
America and other powers will have to 
take steps to put the matter down lest 
it resolve itself into a general ant!

Buyers are plenty, and we will have 
no difficulty in that 4irection, and the 
refusal of Dillon & Hubbard to pass 
the bonds will not affect their sale in 
the least, now that we have a decision 
of the Supreme Court behind them.” 

The Suprem eCourt in tts decision 
says: “It follows that while the city
